Division chiefs of the 
Sierra Madre Civilian Defense Council will be present to report 
on all plans to date. Robert Heuer, Executive Officer of the L. A. 
County Civilian Defense Planning Board, will also be present. _ 

Every adult is urged to attend. Naturally, there is no admission 
charge and no funds will be solicited. 
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It couldn’t happen anywhere 
but in Sierra Madre.

Coordinating Council Meets: 


CITY RECREATION SURVEY STUDIED 


Possible questions for the 
recreation survey of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre were discussed at the meet¬ 
ing of the Coordinating Coun¬ 
cil Tuesday night. 

Out of the meeting will come 
the final questionnaire to be 
published in the NEWS next 
week. A tentative questionnaire 
had been compiled for repre¬ 
sentatives Tuesday, but it was 
felt defects in it should be 
ironed out before presentation 
to the public. 

The possibilities of a house- 
to-house canvass and the mail¬ 
ing out of question blanks, in 
addition to the box in the 
NEWS, also were discussed. 

Harry Eder, who presided, 
said that by the next meeting 
of the Coordinating Council on 
March 6, results of the survey 


will have been "boiled down” 
and specific recommendations 
for a city recreation program 
presented to the Recreation 
Commission and the City Coun¬ 
cil. 

Letters were read from the 
VFW Post, the Kiwanis Club, 
and Larry Shepherd, manager 
of the VFW Raiders. 

Mr. Shepherd, who voluntar¬ 
ily works several hours each 
week on maintaining and im¬ 
proving the city ball park, de¬ 
nounced the lack of recreation 
programming and the lack of 
attention given recreation gen¬ 
erally. 

He said that in the past, the 
city’s recreation program has 
catered to children up to 12 
years of age, leaving a com¬ 
plete void for all over that age. 


He estimated that “at least 75 
per cent" of the money spent 
on recreation goes for this 
youngest age group. 

Mr. Shepherd recommended 
that representatives on the 
Recreation Commission be 
broken down into age brackets. 
Under this plan, the School 
Board member of the commis¬ 
sion would represent children 
up to 12 years of age, one mem¬ 
ber would represent ages 12 to 
21, one 21 to 35, and an older 
person would represent the 
recreational interests of people 
35 and older. 

“This way, all ages and in¬ 
terests would have a voice in 
deciding a recreation program,” 
he pointed out. 

Mr. Shepherd remarked that

Back in Sierra Madre, Bill’s 
family heard on the radio one 
day that one of the ships had 
smashed onto the rocks and 
sunk with almost no survivors. 
For a fortnight, the Bowers’ did 
not know that it wasn’t Bill’s 
ship that went down. 

They finally received a let¬ 
ter Jan. 25, telling about the 
incident and explaining how 
Bill’s ship tried to rescue men 
from the doomed craft but 
were driven off by Reds. 

Bill reported in his letter 
home that the food went bad 
on shipboard, and crewmem¬ 
bers had only boiled peanuts 
and rice to eat for two weeks. 
He said he heard only one 
American survived the sinking 
of the other ship. 

The Sierra Madre sailor hopes 
to be home in March. He has 
been cruising in enemy waters 
since last July, and before the 
Korea war served in China. 

His four-year enlistment in 
the navy should have ended 
Jan. 23. 


Services of the Visiting Nurse 
Association are available to 
those who can pay in full as 
well as those who cannot pay 
or can pay only part of the 
fee.

During 1950, 21,935 calls were 
made to homes by the VNA 
which serves the entire San 
Gabriel Valley. This represents 
an increase of 1100 visits over 
1949. Nursing service was giv¬ 
en to 2369 persons by a staff 
of 11 nurses. The staff turned 
in a record-breaking average 
of eight visits a day, thereby 
keeping the cost per visit' at 
$2.69. 

The VNA wishes to give ser¬ 
vice not only to those who can 
pay, but also to those can fi¬ 
nance only a part of their care 
or none at all. Skilled nursing 
care is available to any pati¬ 
ent under the care of physician 
and can often shorten a pati¬ 
ent’s period of hospitalization, 
it was pointed out by Miss 
Woodworth.

breaking the lion’s neck. He 
did not call to Pedro until he 
had wiped the beads of persir- 
ation from his face, and his 
body had ceased to tremble.

Pens Satire on Army Life 

(Editor’s note: Mrs. Gerald Perry, 541 W. Laurel, received this 
satire on Army life from her husband, Cpl. Gerald Perry, former 
National Guardsman now on active duty at Camp Cooke. It 
was "'Tilten, however, by another, unidentified member of the 
Sierra Madre Company. Gerald is the son of Mr. and Mrs Randall 
Perry.) 

“I am very enthusiastic about 
Army life. We lie around in 
bed every morning until 5 o’¬ 
clock. This of course, gives us 
plenty of time to get washed, 
shaved, dressed, make bunks, 
etc., by 5:10. At 5:15 we stand 
outside and shiver, while a mu¬ 
sician without a union card 
blows a bugle. After we are 
reasonably chilled, we grope 
our way through the darkness 
to the mess hall. Here we are 
fed a hearty breakfast consist¬ 
ing of an unidentified liquid 
and a choice of rye of wheat 
crusts. 

“After gorging ourselves with 
this delicious repast, we wad¬ 
dle our way slowly back to the 
barracks. We have nothing to 
do until 7:30 and so we just 
sit around and scrub toilets, 
mop floors, wash windows, 
clean guns, and pick up aH the 
cigarette stubs, papers, and 
twigs within a 200 yard radius 
of the barracks. 

“Soon the sergeant comes in 
and says, ‘Come on out in the 
sun, kids.’ So we go out and 
bask in the wonderful sun¬ 
shine. Of course we’re standing 
in six inches of mud all the 
time, but the Sergeant says he 
can’t help it if there are no 
sewers and it rains six days a 
I week. 

“At 8 o’clock we put on our 
light packs and start walking 
to the mountains. The light 
pack should not be confused 
with the heavy pack. The light 
pack consists of rifle, bayonet, 
canteen, mess kit, shaving kit, 
pup tent, raincoat, cartridge 
belt, first aid kit, fire exting¬ 
uisher, tent pins, rope and pail, 
hand axe, small spade, foot 
locker, and a few other neglig¬ 
ible items. Carrying my light 
pack, I weigh 289 pounds. (I 
weighed 142 pounds when r 
left home) so you can see how 
easy it is to romp in the moun¬ 
tains. 

“An observation car follows 
as we climb the hills. The boys 
who fall out are treated very 
well. They are given six months 
in the guard house, but they 
do not have to face a court 
martial. At 12:00 those who 
can, limp to the infirmary. 

They are divided into two 
classes—those who have ath¬ 
lete’s foot and those who have 
colds. It you have a cold you 
get your throat swabbed with 
iodine. Anyone who claims he 
has neither cold nor athlete’s 
foot is sent to the guard house 
for impersonating an officer. I 
am very popular at the infirm¬ 
ary. I have both a cold and

present facilities are inade¬ 
quate, singling out the pool as 
being improper for swimming 
meets and water polo; the 
baseball field is not the prop¬ 
er length and lacks toilet and 
shower facilities; and the bas¬ 
ketball courts are not of regu¬ 
lation size and are “bumpy.” 

He suggested that a person 
with some experience as a 
professional athlete should be 
appointed to the Recreation 
Commission so as to “increase 
its efficiency and broaden its 
scope.” 

Councilman Alexander Black, 
the Council’s representative on 
the Recr e a t i o n Commission, 
said the recreation poll or sur¬ 
vey will be welcomed by coun- 
cilmen as an indication of what 
Sierra Madreans want by way 
of recreation. 

“One of the biggest ques¬ 
tions in the minds of the Coun¬ 
cil,” he said, “is whether rec- , 
reation money should go pri¬ 
marily for facilities or primar¬ 
ily for supervision. During the 
past years, it has been used 
largely for supervision.” 

“The Council would also like 
to know to what age group 
should most recreation funds 
be allocated,” Mr. Black stat¬ 
ed. “It is true, with the excep¬ 
tion of the ball park, that al¬ 
most all recreation money has 
gone to younger children dur¬ 
ing the past few years.” 

It was moved, and the mo¬ 
tion carried, that the prelim¬ 
inary questionnaire be revised 
in light of the comments and 
suggestions made Tuesday 
night.

moved that the letter of resig¬

The reported branding last 
week of a local man, Thurman 
Fox, 14 W. Alegria, turned out 
to be an accident, according 
to the 46-year-old victim. 

An acqua i n t a n c e, Henry 
Weber of Pasadena, had told 
police a gang of men forcibly 
branded a 2-in-long letter “U” 
on Mr. Fox’s chest. He alleged¬ 
ly had been told this by Mr. 
Fox, himself. 

But on Thursday, Mr. Fox 
told local officers it was all a 
mistake and that he had ac¬ 
cidentally “branded” himself 
when bending a red-hot coat 
hanger. 

“I called my friend, hut he 
misunderstood me, I guess,” 
Mr. Fox told police. "I hope 
this statement will straighten 
everything out.” 


Mr. Wetherbee’s election last

The letter was to have be¬ 
come a resolution thanking Mr. 
Wetherbee for his service if his 
resignation as president be¬ 
came official. When the direct¬ 
ors voted to refuse his resig¬ 
nation, the resolution auto¬ 
matically died.

last year. Construction costs 
soared nearly 50 per cent be¬ 
tween the time the bonds were 
voted and the time bids went 
out, he said. Low contractor’s 
bid for the four rooms was $71,- 
500. 

On top of that, Mr. Skutt 
said, $17,000 is needed for pur¬ 
chasing properties, $5700 for ar¬ 
chitects’ fees, $1200 for inspect¬ 
ors’ fees, and an estimated $ 2 - 
600 for contingencies (survey¬ 
ors’ and inspectors’ fees, tree 
removal, removal of Edison 
Company lines, and changes in 
water lines.) 

He stated that an addition¬ 
al $ 12,000 will be needed to 
complete the project. Funds 
still required are $2000 for site 
development of the property on 
Auburn; $2000 for desks for the 
new classrooms; $4500 for pur¬ 
chase of the Davis property; 
and $3500 for a garage. 

The school superintendent 
pointed out that the last four 
items would be listed according 
to “priority”—that is, the gar¬ 
age would be dropped from 
consideration if necessary. 

The 30-cent tax rate boost, 
based on an estimated assessed 
valuation for the school district 
of $8,345,500, would yield ap¬ 
proximately $24,000. 

In answer to a question 
Thursday from Councilman 
Noren Eaton, Board Member 
Howell N. White Jr. said he 
could state categorically that 
the $24,000 would be used 
"solely and only for capital 
outlay purposes” to pay for the 
new rooms and not for current 
expenses. 

At the C h a m b e r meeting 
Monday, Harold Stein asked if 
a bond issue might not be more 
desirable in order to “cushion 
the blow” of increased taxa¬ 
tion. He emphasized, however, 
that he was 100 per cent be¬ 
hind the school’s getting this 
needed money. 

Mr. Skutt explained that a 
bond issue would require inter¬ 
est rate spread over 17 years, 
and that money would come in 
too slowly annually to meet 
the bills and expenses due now 
and as soon as tne building is 
completed.
